The electo rs o f each state meet, us­ 
ually at the capital o f the state, and 
give tfieir vo tes o n the first Wednes­ 
day iu December after the electio n. 
The electo rs make o ut and sign three 
certificates o f all the vo tes ^given by 
them, each o f which certificates shall 
co ntain two distinct lists; o ne o f the 
vo tes fo r president, and the o ther o f 
the vo tes fo r vice president. 
The 
electo rs shall then « eai Up tke certifi­ 
cates and certify upo n each that the 
lists o f all the vo tes given are co n­ 
tained therein. 
The certificates are 
dispo sed o f as fo llo ws: 
The electo rs in each state appo int 
a perso n to take charge o f and deliver 
to the i*G*ident o f the senate at 
Washingto n befo re the first Wednes­ 
day in J anuary next ensuing, o ne o f 
the certificates. They shall fo rthwith 
cause the o ther o f the certificates to 
be delivered to the judge o f that dis­ 
trict in which he electo rs shall as­ 
semble. Co ngress shall be in sessio n 
o n the seco nd Wednesday in Feb­ 
ruary , succeeding every meeting o f 
the electo rs, and the certificates shall 
then be o pened, the vo tes co unted, 
and the perso ns to fill the o ffices o f 
president and vice-president ascer­ 
tained and declared, agreeable to the 
co nstitutio n.

Z. Mitchell of St. Cloud and stole 
ab o ut $ 200 worth of cloth, over­ 
coats and all the jewelry in the 
cases.

up to the Broadway house and as­ 
saulted him, first making him think 
that he, McLaren, was an officer. He 
says that McLaren pulled a g un and 
demanded him to put up his knife 
with which he was paring his fing er 
nails. 
He did so and McLaren took 
him to the middle of the street and 
with the revolver in his hand knocked 
him down and I » eat him about the 
head until he was unconscious.

Kilister’s witnesses all swore sub- 
I stantially the same thing . 
Mr. McLaren being put uj» on the 
i stand testified that he believed these 
fellows were g oing to rob the Italian 
and he took care of him and that Mc- 
Kiuster abused him and drew a knife 
on him. 
That he went to the Broad­ 
way house afterwards and McKinster 
came at him ag ain with a knife and 
he pulled a revoler and told him to 
put it up, 
whereupon 
McKinster 
pitched into him and ho hit him two 
or three times, but not with the 
revolver.

How it is Done. 
The electors of each state meet, us­ 
ually at the capital of the state, and 
give tfieir yptes on the first Wednes­ 
day iu December after tfie election. 
The electors make out and sign three 
certificates of all the votes #given by 
them, each of which certificates shall 
contain two distinct lists; one of the 
votes for president, and the other of 
the votes for vice president. 
The 
electors shall then seal up tfie certifi­ 
cates and certify upon each that the 
lists of all the votes given are con­ 
tained therein. 
The certificates are 
disposed of as follows: 
The electors in each state appoint 
a person to take charge of and deliver 
to the president of the senate at 
Washington before the first Wednes­ 
day in January next ensuing, one of 
the certificates. They shall forthwith 
cause the other of the certificates to 
be delivered to the judge of that dis­ 
trict in which he electors shall as­ 
semble. 
Congress shall be in session 
on the second Wednesday in Feb­ 
ruary, succeeding every meeting of 
the electors, and the certificates shall 
then be opened, the votes counted, 
and the persons to fill the offices of 
president and vice-president ascer­ 
tained and declared, agreeable to the 
constitution.

How it Is Done. 
The electors of each state meet, us­ 
ually at the capital of the state, and 
give their VQtes on the first Wednes­ 
day in December after the election. 
The electors make out and sign three 
certificates of all the votes #given by 
them, each of which certificates shall 
contain two distinct lists; one of the 
votes for president, and the other of 
the votes for vice president 
The 
electors shall then aeal up the certifi­ 
cates and certify upon each that the 
lists of all the votes given are con­ 
tained therein. 
The certificates are 
disposed of as follows: 
The electors in each state appoint 
a person to take charge of and deliver 
to the president of the senate at 
Washington before the first Wednes­ 
day in January next ensuing, one of 
the certificates. They shall forthwith 
cause the other of the certificates to 
be delivered to the judge of that dis­ 
trict in which he electors shall as­ 
semble. 
Congress shall be in session 
on the second Wednesday in Feb­ 
ruary. succeeding every meeting of 
the electors, and the certificates shall 
then be opened, the votes counted, 
aud the persons to fill the offices of 
president and vice-president ascer­ 
tained and declared, agreeable to the 
constitution.

to the woods. 
H er children, aroused by the 
shot, found their m o th er’s body at. the door 
lying in a pool o f bleed, and a t once gave 
th e alarm . 
In s ta n t search was ma*le, but 
Pflum , who was last seen going tow ard the 
N orthern Pacific road, hns not yet been a r­ 
rested. 
Mrs. Malcfteh’s husband died in the 
h o spital a y ear ago last spring, and left her 
p oor w ith a fam ily to su p p o rt. 
She hns 
since lived on their farm in a one-rooru 
house. 
The body of C. E. L ucas w as found five 
miles east of M erillan, Wis., ab o u t sixty rods 
from the railro ad track, near som e logging 
shanties. 
He left on the nig h t of Nov. 5, 
to 
go to Spaulding to a tte n d th e election, he 
being tow n clerk, and bad n o t since been 
heard of. 
The g rass nnd bushes had been 
beaten down considerably around where the 
body was found, nnd it is thou g h t he m ust 
have lieen delirious to his d eath and erawlcd 
around on his hands and knees after he fe>- 
carne to o weak to walk. 
His clothing had 
nearly all l**©n to rn from his body and was 
found scattered around the 
woods 
near 
where the body lay, hav in g evidently be* n 
to rn off in his frenzy. 
Death was caused by 
l»eart disease, ag g rav a te d by liquor and ex­ 
posure. 
It w as th o u g h t life had rieen extinct 
ut least ten days. 
Air. Lucas was of English 
parentage, his |*eoj»le being of th e titled j 
aristocracy. 
He was a fine artist and a 
g ra d u a te o f Oxford, but hud ruined himself 
by his passion for liquor.

The site selected is 
th e one recommend***! by th e Indian agent. 
The ap p ro p ria tio n allowed byeongr* - •* for su r­ 
veying is so HinaJl th a t little can be done 
w ith it, and the season is so fur advanced 
th u t lit tie cun be done this year. S ettlers 
can go upon the land and settle AAitliout su r­ 
veys, however, and it is not unlikely th a t a 
new land offl<«* will lx* established at G reat 
F alls early in th e spring an d settlers allowed 
to file a t once. 
Trie N orthern Pacific nnd 
St. Paul, M inneapolis & M anitoba ro ad s are 
b oth detdriouH of surveys, ns a large im m igra­ 
tio n to M ontatia is looked for in th e spring.

void a# ag ain st creditors, and th a t <on#<* 
queuHy th© proceed# of the poll* i©* should, 
insure to tin* !>©n**fit of H um e's estate, and 
n o t to the beneficiaries nam ed in the politics. 
Tin* suprem e court hold# th a t the fe'n©fl**ia- 
ries ar** entitled to the pro©»*ed* of all th e poJi* 
ties w ithout #ny «le*ln«*tion w hatever ou a**- 
rount of prem ium s paid, holding th a t a hus­ 
band nnd father hus a full right to insure his

With proper provision of warmth 
aud shelter, and a good store of en­ 
silage and hay, winter dairying can 
frequently Ik? made more profitable 
than summer; labor is then cheaper 
and butter higher.

Every time you w orry your horses 
you shorten their lives and days of 
usefulness. 
Sweat and dust cause the horse's 
shoulders to gall. 
So do poor, ill- 
fitting collars. 
The 
temperature of water 
for 
horses is not so much of an object 
as the purity of it. 
While it is best 
to have the water cool, it is more 
important to have it free from all 
impurities. 
The horse which can 
plow4 
an 
acre while another horse is plow­ 
ing half an acre, 
or that which 
can carry a load of passengers 
ten miles while another is going five, 
independent of all considerations of 
amusement, xaste, or what is called 
facy, is absolutely worth twice as 
much to the owner as the other. 
Affection cannot be pounded in. 
Kind treatment insures the affection 
of an animal, while rough treatment 
is sure to cause its hatred. 
It is alike dangerous to 
other 
horses and men to spare the life of a 
glandered horse. Glanders is a high­ 
ly contagious, incurable disease, and 
as a rule, fatal in the human subject. 
When horses are suffering from the 
bite of flies, or stings of other insects, 
sponge the parts that cannot be pro­ 
tected by net. with water in which in­ 
sect powder has been mixed—a table 
upoonful to two gallons of wuter.

The 
ad m inistrator* and creditors of Hume s es 
ta te sought to force application of the pro­ 
ceed* of the jHilit-ies to the paym ent of the 
debt* due the creditor*, on the ground th a t 
tile prem ium s paid by Hume were a fraudn 
lent transfer of an insolvent estate, an/1 
void as against creditors, and th a t / />n*e 
quell fly the proceed* of the poll* ie* slmuhi, 
insure.* to the tieiiefil of Hum e's estate, and 
not to the l**iiefi/iar»es na me/1 in the policies.

Y'ou m ay depend upon 
it, if you do n o t use the talen t th a t God gave 
you. ii 
will dwindle. The rill th a t breaks 
from the hillside will either widen into a river 
or dry up.

We need a machine to perform 
this special operation. 


There have been 19,000 bulls and

Eegister of the* American Jersey t a t­ 
tle Club. Probably two-thirds 
of 
these, or more, are still alive. 
Whenever ti farmer 
appreciates 
th a t his team is one of the heaviest 
items in his expenses, find must be 
kept a t work every day when work 
is possible, he has a fair chance of 
success. 


With proper provision of warm th 
and shelter, and a good store of en­ 
silage and hay, winter dairying eau 
frequently lie m ade more profitable 
than summer; labor is then cheaper 
and blitter higher.

In this fai t of condition, quite as 
I ^nnch as in quality, Ii. - the popular­ 
ity of Australian wools.

our wools are sheared and m arketed 
in seeming disregard of the prefer­ 
ences of buyers: I he foreigner puts hi- 
iis nearly tis may lie in the condition 
the buyer is known to prefer. 
Tile milk temperament is born with 
a c o w . 
You may increase the butter 
yield by making her give more milk, 
but the relative proposition of solids 
will not be greatly changed.

ing half an acre, 
or th a t which 
ran carry a load of passengers 
ten miles while another is going five, 
independent pf all considerations of 
am usem ent,*ante, or what is called 
facy, is absolutely worth twice as 
much to the owner as the other. 
Affection cannot be pounded in. 
Kind treatm ent insures the affection 
of an anim al, while rough treatm ent 
is sure to cause its hatred. 
I t is alike dangerous to

horses and men to spare the life of a 
glandered horse. Glanders is a high­ 
ly contagions, incurable disease, and 
as a rule, fatal in the human subject. 
When horses are suffering from Hit* 
bite of flies, or stings of other insects, 
sponge the parts th a t cannot I*4 pro­ 
tected by net. with water in which in­ 
sect powder has been mixed—a table*

The Population of India. 
The statistical abstract of India 
which has just been issued contains 
an estimate of the present popula­ 
tion of India. According to the cen­ 
sus of 1881, the population of Brit­ 
ish territory was 198,790,853, and of 
the native states 55,191,742, giving 
a total of 253,982,595. Theestiroat- 
ed population of Cashmere (which 
was not included in the census) in 
1873 was 1,500.000; of Upper Bur- 
mah in 1886, 3,000,000, and of the 
Burmese Shan states, 
2,000,000. 
The yearly* increment of the popula­ 
tion is a t least % per cent. 
With 
these additions, and with allowances 
for annual increments since the cen­ 
sus of February, 1881, the popula­ 
tion of India in March, 1887, would 
be: British territory, 207,754,578; 
the native states, 60,382,466; giving 
a total population for all India of 
268,137,044. Both in Britain and 
the native states the number of males 
is much larger than th a t of females. 
In 1881 in British territory there 
were 101.2 males to 97.4 femaies,and 
in the natiue states 28.7 males to 
26.4 females, and in all India there 
were in th a t year just 6,013,410 
more males than females;

The Population of India. 
The statistical ab stract of India 
which has ju st been issued contains 
an estim ate of the present popula­ 
tion of India. According to the cen­ 
sus of 1881, the population of Brit­ 
ish territory was 198,700,853, and of 
the native states 55,191,742, giving 
a to ta l of 253,982,595. Theestim at- 
ed population of Cashmere (which 
was no t included in the census) in 
1873 w as 1,500.000; of Upper Bur- 
mah in 1886, 3,OOO,OOO, and of the 
Burmese Shan states, 
2,000,000. 
The yearly increment of the popula­ 
tion is a t least % per cent. 
With 
these additions, and with allowances 
for annual increments since the cen­ 
sus of February, 1881, the popula­ 
tion of India in March, 1887, would 
be: British territory, 207,754,578; 
the native states, 60,382,466; giving 
a to tal population for all India of 
268,137,044. Both in B ritain and 
the native states thenum ber of males 
is much larger than th a t of females. 
In 1881 in British territory there 
were 101.2 males to 97.4 females,and 
in the natiue states 28.7 males to 
26.4 females, and in all India there 
were in th a t year ju st 6,013,410 
more male* than females,
